'— How wonderfull, and miraculous ſoever the great harmony of Aﬀe&ions between Us and Our good Subje&s is, and that it is ſo viſible and m6 
aifeſt to the World, that there ſcarce appears the view of any clould to overſhadow or diſturb it; yet, We muſt not think that God Almighty hath 
wrought the Miracle to that degree, that a Nation , ſo miſerably divided for ſo many Years, is ſo ſoon, and entirely United in their Aﬀe&ions 
and Endeavours as were to be wiſhed ; but that the evil Conſciences of many Men continue fo awake for Miſchief , that they are not willing to take 
Reſt themſelves, or to ſuffer others to take it: And We have all had too fad experience of the unhappy effe&s of Fears and. Jealoufies , how ground- 
Jefſe and unreaſonable ſoever, not to think it very neceſſary to apply all timely and proper remedies to taoſe Diſtempers, and to prevent the 
-Inconveniencies and Miſctiefs , which too naturally flow from thence : We well foreſaw, that the great violation which the Laws of the Land had for ſo 
"many years ſuſtained , had filled the hearts of the People , with a terrible Apprehenſion of Inſecurity to themſelves , if all they had faid and done ſhould 
be lyable to be examined and puniſhed by thoſe Laws , which had been ſo violated ; and that nothing could eſtabliſh the Security of King and People, 
but a full Proviſion , that the returning to the Reverence and Obedience of the Law, ( which is good for Us all ) ſhould got turn to the Ruine of any, 
who are willing and fit to receive that ProteCtion hereafter from the Law, and to pay that Subjeion to it, that is juſt and neceſſary , and therefore We 
made that free Offer of a General Pardon , in ſuch a manner as is expreſſed in Our Declaration, and how ready and defirous We are to make good the 
fame, appears by O.u Proclamation, which We have iſſued out upon , and according to your Deſire. 
However it is evident , that all We have, or do offer, doth not enough compole the minds of Our People , nor in their Opinions can their Security 
be provided for, till the A of Indemnity and Oblivion be paſſed ; and We find great Induſtry is uſed by thoſe, ( who do not wiſh that Peace to the Kings, 
dome they ought to do ) to perfnade. Our good Subje&ts, that We have no mind to make good our Promiſes , which in Truth We deſire to perform for 
Our own fake as well as Theirs : And We do therefore very earneſtly recommend it to you , that all poſſible expedition be uſed in the paſſing that moſt 
neceſitry A& , whereby Our good Subje&s generally will be ſatisfied, that their Security is in their own Hands , and depends upon their future Ations, 
and that they are free for all that is paſt; and ſo all the Endeayours of ill Men will be diſappointed, which would perſwade them not to do well now, 
becauſe they have heretofore done amifſe. And We are the more engaged to this Our Recommendation , becauſe upon the Reflefion of your eminent 
Zeal and Aﬀeion for Our Service , and hearty Concurrence with Us in all We have deſired from you , men are apt to perſinade others ( though they 
do'not believe it themſelves ) that the paſling this A& is therefore deferred, becauſe We do not enough prefle the Diſpatch of it ; which We do defire 
from our heart , an4 are confident you will the ſooner do , upon this Our earneſt Recommendation. 5:
